Grickliowell  is  a large  District  in  South  Breconshire, 
mainly  mountainous  in  character,  v\fith  an  acreage  of  46,140  acres. 

The  ©istrict  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  Crickhowell,  - 
Llangattock,  Cvcndu,  Llangenny,  Llangynidr,  Llanbedr  and  Partrishow, 
vi/hich  are  mainly  agricultural,  and  Llanelly  vfnich  is  mainly 
industrial.  In  the  agricultural  area  the  workers  are  employed 
mainly  in  farm  v\/ork,  forestry  and  quarrying^  In  the  industrial 
area,  the  vYorkers  are  employed  mainly  in  adjacent  coalmines  in 
North  Monmouthshire  and  in  various  new  factories  established 
since  the  late  War  in  Brynmawr  and  North  Monmouthshire,  The 
Elvicta  Handtools  Company  have  established  a new  modern  factory 
in  Crickhowell* 

The  housing  problem  remains  a most  urgent  matter,  as 
indeed  it  is  an  urgent  national  problem,  A large  percentage  of 
the  existing  houses  particularly  in  the  Llanelly  Hill  area,  are 
occupied  by  more  than  one  family  and  there  is  a large  number  of 
old  sub-standard  houses,  which  should  be  considered  for  demolition 
action  v/hen  conditions  permit. 

The  Council  is  pressing  on  building  new  houses,  the 
chief  difficulties  being  shortf^ge  of  skilled  labour,  materials 
and  suitable  sites. 

Tenants  for  new  houses  are  selected  by  means  of  a 
points  Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses 
to  families  in  the  greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing 
acGomraodation  overcrowding  and  health  circumstances,  all  rating 
for  '^points  award". 

When  new  houses  are  allocated  to  applicants,  their  old 
houses  are  inspected  with  a view  to  their  future  use,  A number 

of  these  houses  then  have  a Demolition  or  Closing  Order  m.ade 
on  them,  if  they  are  unfit  for  human  habitation.

IV;q  ex-^Army  hutted  Camps  at  Dan-y~parc  and  Aberbaiden,  are 
still  occupied  by  a number  of  families,  mostly  from  outside  the  Council’s 
area«  These  Camps  v/ere  built  about  thirteen  years  ago  for  the  purposes 
of  winning  the  War  and  were  never  intended  to  last.  They  are  now  in  a 
very  bad  stale  of  repair  and  far  from  weatherproof.  They  constitute  a 
serious  problem  both  from  housing  and  Public  Health  points  of  view. 
Certain  repairs  have  been  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  try  and  make  the  huts  weatherproof.  Numbers  of  families 
from  other  areas  have  been  struck  off  their  Council’s  housing  lists  when 
they  occupied  these  Camps,  and  are  not  admitted  to  the  Grickhowell  Rural 
District  Council  housing  list. 


The  number  of  huts  in  Aberbaiden  Camp  have  been  reduced  by 
tv/o  during  the  year  1954.  Tiiere  were  twenty  seven  huts  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year«  The  number  of  huts  in  Dan-'y—parc  Camp  have  also 
been  reduced  by  four  during  the  year  1954*  There  were  twenty  tvo  huts 
in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year  1954.

School  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  and  the  provision  of  school  meals  are  carried  out 
by  the  County  Council. 

The  health  of  the  District  during  the  year  has,  on  the 
whole,  been  good.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any  serious 
outbreaks  of  epidemic  diseases.  The  majority  of  the  deaths 
during  the  year  v/ere  in  the  higher  age  groups.  The  incidence 
of  Pulmonary  T’uberculosis  has  been  low,  cases  occurring  have 
been  adequately  and  quickly  dealt  with  by  the  Chest  Physicians 
at  their  Clinics  at  Brecon  and  Pontllanf raith. 

There  ha\e  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the 
year.  The  Council  have  adopted  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  under 
Section  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938*  Inspections  have  been 
carried  out  from  time  to  time  of  various  food  handling  stores, 
bake  houses,  licensed  premises  and  shops  selling  ice-creara  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations,  Minor  defects  have  been 
pointed  out  and  corrected.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take 
any  legal  proceedings  under  the  Byelaws,

The  source,  yielding  at  full  capacity  approximately  140,000 
gallons  per  day  at  the  small  holding  tank,  is  chlorinated  and 
then  distributed  by  gravity.  Subsequent  bacteriological 
examinations  of  sanples  have  given  negative  results.
